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Nor is it eafie to ſay what he is, he is

citly denies his Omniſcience, by preme- 
ditately reſolving to perjure that Oath at 
the very Time of his taking of it; he cannot 
be an Infidel, becauſe his Out-tide puts on 
the Face of Religion, and be frequently 
puts on the Habit of an Inſtructor of others: 
He is neither Proteſtant ofPapiſt,nota Pro- 
reftant, for te is in Alliance with Popery to 
overthrow tie Proteſtant Religion; not a 
Papiſt, for he is the firft to rail at Popery, 
and ſtrenuouſly fights with its Tenets, the 
better to conceal his forwarding its Intereft: 
He is neither Zigh-Church-man -gor Low 
Church-man z not a &#igb Church man, for 
he is undermining the very Foundations of 
its Conſtitution, and helping with all his 
Might thoſe that declare her Apoftate and 


Schiſmatick; not a Low Church-man, for all 


his Hypocriſie is put on, in order to extir- 
pate the very Name of Moderation, and to 
damn all that pretend to it for Presbyteri- 
ans and Phanaticks: He isneither à Britain 
nor Foreigner, he cannot pretend to be a 
Britain, without incurring the Title of the 

eateſt Parricide in the World 5 for he 
kniles when his Country groans, he rejoy- 
ces when his Country mourns, he courts 
Foreigners to raviſh and ruin her, and he 
triumphs in her Bloodſhed by a French and 


"2 barbarous Enemy: At home, he prompts 


Tyranny to enſlave her, and ſets his Hand 
to ſell her to arbitrary, cruel and infatuated 
Enemies, and yet he cannot be a Foreigner 
himſelf, becaule he is a Native tho* a Tray- 
cor. 

Thus he is neither Chriſtian nor Infidel, 
neither Papiſt nor Proteftant, neither High 
Church- man or Low Church-man, neither 
Britain nor Stranger, and yet he is all of 
them together 3 he is not a Janus, but ra- 
ther like the Beaft that look d towards the 
four Winds He is on this ſide a Revolu- 
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| cion-Mai, for he ſwears to the Government 


bn that fide he owns himſelf a Paſhve-Obe- 
bedience Man, and pleads for that Princi- 
ple which makes the Revolution a treaſon- 
able Canſpiracy and Rebellion: He is on 
another ' ſide an Abjuration-Min, and re- 
cognizes the QUEEN, and on the fourth 
fide a Facobite, and invites the Pretender. 

Let us come to his Picture in Miniature, 
like Milton's Deſcriptiun of Sin, keeping 
the Gates of Chaos leading into the World. 
He is form'd like a Chriſtian, and has the 
Face of a reaſonable Creature; but ſome 
croſs Lines in his Countenance, which Na. 
ture or Att has no Power to conceal, ſnow to 
a ſtriet Enquitrer a Mind diftraed with a poſ- 
ſeſſion and Complication of Lugacies : His 
lower Parts therefore are well deſcribed by

Uuder his preſent Hypocriſie and Trea- 
ſon this poor Nation now unhappily groans, 
and too many People fall into his Deluſi- 
ons, Whoſe Darkneſs nothing can itlumi- 
nate, till the French are at their Door, and 
a Popiſh Pretender ready to enter 
And this has a double Effect, Firſt, it 
awakens aad allarms the well-meaning de- 
luded People, and brings them to their 
Sences, perhaps but juſt early enough to 
fave their Country. Secondly, it deteRQs che 
Hypocrite, who thinking his Hour is come, 
ſhews bimſelf in his own Colours, embraces 
invading Tyranny, thinking it is ſtrong 
enough to protect him, but deceived in 
the Iſſues of Providence, he falls into the 
Hands of Juſtice, and makes his Exit like a 
Traytor at the Gallows. 

And really, Gentlemen, tho' this is not 
always our Happineſs, yet 1 muſt ſay, if 
this be not the End of theſe People, un- 
leſs their Coriverſion ſhould ancicipate their 
Fate; 1 ay, unleſs this be the Bad of theſe 
Sort of People, I ſee no Medium between 
it and our DeftruQtion, for their Arts are 
ſubtil aud iuſernal, their Masks cover d 
with imperceptible Whiteneſs, they are 
the Saints of the Day, Hes Delifiens
